This 
would leave’ a large balance of tone atten- 
dants; butit dose not follow that they were | 
receiving no education at all. A very largo 
Hutnber, no doubt, quit school long before they 
aro sixteen; and it follows that a great inany 
of those assumed to be of “school age,”"—a 
somewhat arbitrary and indefinite assumption 
—imust necesarily be absent from the num- 
ber of those who, according to this rule, ought 
to be prosent, There were, moreover, at 
school 16,285 of other ages: that is under 
five or over sixteen years, Tho increase of 
these was 5,404, ‘Tiius the total attendance 
Was 227,804, exclusive of 12,410 attending 
framiner auc othor educational institutions, 
being an increase of 23,696 on the proceed- 
ing years 

We do not exactly understand what con- 
stitutes “indigent children,” as applied to 
those who attend scliool; but the number 
set down andér this head ig 8,059; and for- 
tunately it is almost the only item that shows 
a decrease; the falling off being 808. 

“The number of school sections was 8,525; 
| showing an increase of 118; but as a sclioo) 
scction docs not always imply the existance 
ofa school, there were open—* opened” as 
the official grammar’ has it—but 8,325. 
Althongh this shows an incréase of 81 schools 
in operation, it leaves 200 without schools 
or Which bad not reported’ themselves, A 
tendency in the free schoul principle to ex- 
tond till it becomes ‘general, is shown: al- 
ready 1,755, or more than half of those in 
existance, being “more fre than tlie law re- 
quires.” The” books “legally prescribed" 
are reported to be fast displacing all others, 
Tt seeins that the bible is not an universal 
text book in the schools; in fact, it is only 
to be found in about two-thirds of them—in 
exact noubers 1,963; and something Jess 
than one-third of the schools are opened and 
closed with prayer, ‘This latter practice has 
extended to twice as many schools as before, 
daring the year; a cirennistance showing no 
doubt, to uié issué of new instructions or 
suggestions by the Superintendent, on’ the 
subject. “The official form ot prayer, at one 
time, it will be recollected, was subsequently 
disallowed by order in Council, 

“The number of teachers employed during 
the year, i5, set down at 40 more than the 
nuthber of schools open : 997 ot them were 
females; but the feminine gender is not 
holding its own in the scli6ol house, 34 hay- 
ing been displaced by the rougher sex during 
the year. Tho religions persuasion of the 
teachers is thas given: Oliurch of England, 
716; increase, 14: Roman Catholics, 896 ; 
decrease, 2 Presbyterians, 998; increase, 
18: Methodists, 957; decrease, 52; Baptists, 
183; decrense, 44: Congregationalists, 57 ; 
decrease, 5,” 

We observe under the head of annual 
grants to Colleges, that Belleville is set down 
as receiving £500, This is an error. The 
grant of £500 to the Episcopal College, was 
aspecial one, and has not been continued ;

GRAND TRUNK RAILROAD. 


While we are not desirons of complaining 
of the accommodation given to Belleville, by 
the managers of the Grand Trtink Tailroad 
Company, still we are of opinion that an. al- 
teration in the arrangements of the Local 
Trains, might, with advantage, be made both 
to the travelling community and the Compa- 
ny. At present we have but on train leay- 
ing for the West, daily, and that late in the 
afternoon, thtis leaving the people of Belle- 
ville, and those of the West as far as Co- 
bonrg, under the disadvantage of having to 
walt for the evening train, whonever busi- 
ness, Westward, calls them from home. By 
which arrangement it necessitates the laying 
oyer 4 night and day, before another train 
ean bring them home, that is, in every in- 
stance where any time is required to transact 


business. 

A correspondent in the Colonist points out 
forcibly the difficulties under which the ped- 
ple labor, and suggests a good remedy, 
which we trust will meet the favorable ‘con- 
sideration of the Manager of the Company, 
The Colonist’s correspondent says:— 

“ Whilst rejoicing over the advantages which 

we are about to derive from the opening of the 
Railroad between our city and Montreal, we 
must not forget that a very great part of the 
benefit wwill;dopend Upon thesproper arrange- 
ment of the trains. We observe that the ar- 
rangement at present in force leaves a strange 
gap between Belleville and Cobourg, a8 the lo- 
cal trains are to start from Belleyille to Brock- 
Ville, and from Cobourg to Toronto, thus fore- 
ing ull the traders belonging to Perey, Soyniour, 
Belleville, Colborne, &e., to go for their sup- 
plies to Kingston and other eastern towne, with 
which they can communicate and return. home 
samo day. We believe that at prosout a 
share of the trade of Northumberland Coun 
ty_is done at ‘onto, and we think it should 
not be driv: mus, as iteurely must be if 
oureastorn rivals have the advantage of ens- 
tomore being able to visit them and return in 
the samo day; whiletif these parties wish to 
come to our city, thoy must either trayel a long 
distance to Cobourg before half past six in the 
morning, or they must stay tivo nights in our 
city. 
We think it wonld bo onsy to avoid all this 
inconvenience by starting the cara at 6 o'oloek 
from: Belleville, instend of at halfpast 6 from 
Cogourg. Should this letter meet the eye of 
tho person who regulates the traffic on. the 
Grand ‘Trank Line, we doubt notho would rem 
ody tho evil at. once.”

Facts for Farmers. 
BEARD VARIETIES OF WHEAT. 
The future of wheat raising, owing to | 
that great pest the midge, like “ the star of 
empire,” points westward, yet we may raise 


sufficient for family uso by sowing the 
Ilutchinson, or some other bearded variety, 
as the “varmints” seem to avoid all bearded 
varicties, or at Jeast they infest thom much 


an the bald varieties, It is well at- 
tested, that there is very little loss from the 
midge in the bearded kinds of wheat; there- 


well to look at this matter, for the old flint, 
and other varieties of bald wheat in this 
vicinity, are very nearly a total loss, while 
the bearded will afford a tolerable yield of 
good plump wheat. I have examined se- 
veral field in this immediate neighborhood, 
and find in fields of bald wheat, from one 
to five insects on nearly ry grain, while 
in the bearded, in severrl instances, I did 
not find a singal “creature,” and very few 
in any case, If any of your subscribers 
have observed the habits of the midge 
enough to give any light on this subject, 
they will confera favor on a multitude by

URE ON MEADOWS, 


Sheep manura is No. 1, for grass lands, 


ed by building liglit moveable sheds, open

Earty.—The Boston Cultivator well says; 
“Ploughing both for winter grain and for 
the purpose of rotting the sward before 
next spring, should be done as soon as prac- 
ticable, If delayed till the warm weather 
is past, little or no decomposition will take 
place, but the vegetable matter will lie in- 
ert till spring, and the furrow then be tough 
and the grass likely to’ start from it, The 
sward would rot more in one month before 
the middle of October, than it would from 
that time to May. Many farmers often 
loose the great object they desire to ac- 


overlooking this fact. 

On the other hand, the Cultivator thinks 
that “if it is desired to mellow and sweeten 
a stiff clay, the later it is ploughed the 
better, in order that the frost may act up- 
on it at once before it is soaked with rain.”

DREADFUL CALAMITY, 


FIFTY-THREEB STORES AND DWELLINGS BURN- 
xD.—Anour £100,000 worth or 
PROPERTY DESTROYED, 

At a quarter after four o'clock on Satur- 
day morning, an alarm of fire was given, 
and proceeding to the spot, we found the 
flames issuing from a house owned by Mra, 
Defosses and occupied by L. J. Robitaille, 
as a clothing store, situated in Notre Dame 
Street, Three engines were then on the 
ground, but there was no supply of water, | 
and the fire soon communicated to the | 
next building, occupied by J. A. Olivier, as | 
a hardware store. The wind now began | 
to freshen from the North-west, and the 
houses on the South, or opposite side of 
the street, ignited, More fire engines wore 
brought up, and the carters began to fur- 
nish water; but it was to late; and it be- 
came at once evident, that the entire build- 
ings situated between Notre Damo Street, 
and the river, must became a prey to the 
flames. ‘The firemen succeeded in confin- 
ing the fire on the North side of Notre 
Dame Street, to the two houses already | 
mentioned; but on the South side their 
efforts were less successful, 

About one half of the business portion of 
the town is destroyed, The number of 
stores and dwellings burned is 53. Provi- 
dentially no lives were lost, and only one | 
serious accident occurred. Mr. Harrison, 
while striving to save some of the property | 
belonging to Mr. Farmer, was suddenly en- 
veloped in smoke, and nearly suffocated 
with itand the heat. Ie rushed out to 
the lower gallery, and leaped to the ground.

The sum of £50,000, 
lent on mortgage at a moderate interest, | 
and the payment to extend over a period of 
of 20 would enable us to recover 
from our prostration; without that aid we 
will be literally paralyzed for years. That 
this aid will be withheld, we are not will- 
ing to believe, especially as there are two 
excellont precedents to justify it, the pub- 
ic assistance given to Montreal and Que- 
bee, when they suffered from similar ca- 
lamities.—Three Rivers Paper.
